All  that  this  booklet  offers  is  a  free  iirivilege. 
the  privilej^e  of  guarding  the  happiness  and 
prosperity  of  yourself,  your  children  and  the 
generations  that  follow. 

Kvery  \ear  this  year,  as  well — we  burn 
down  three  or  four  times  as  much  of  Canada's 
timber  as  ♦*-  !•  r  bevman  cuts.  Imagine  tramp- 
ling dowr  1  cs  as  much  of  your  corn  crop 
as  you  y*»ur  barn!  The  two  cases 
are  parai  ept  *'uU  the  loss  of  a  timber 
crop  costs  enormou  y  more  to  replace.  Both 
acticms,  howev<'r,  deserve  eciual  ridicule  and 
condemnation. 

More  than  12,000  forest  fires,  large  and 
small,  occur  in  ("amula  every  twelve  months— 
about  1,400  a  month  between  snow  and  snow. 

YOUR  MONEY  GONE  IN  SMOKE 

You  cannot  dispute  the  correctness  of  these 
figures.  But,  you  may  say,  what  do  such 
thinfts  mean  to  me? 

They  mean  that  millions  of  dollars  in  which 
you  and  your  family  should  share  are  passing 
into  smoke,  ^'ou  cannot  bring  back  a  burned 
forest  in  a  week.  Mature  timber  may  re- 
dexelop  in  from  (iO  to  100  years.  Do  you  feel 
like  postponing  your  share  or  your  son's  share 
that  long?  You  do  not  need  to.  You  can  put 
a  stop  to  most  of  taese  12,000  yearly  forest 
fires  if  you  make  up  your  mind  that  way. 
Certain  parts  of  the  Cnited  States,  all  of  Switzer- 


land  and  Francf,  srarn-ly  know  what  a  l)!^ 
forist  blaze-  looks  liki-.  Why?  Bi-causi'  tlu- 
IH'opk-  and  tluir  kyislators  have  niadi-  nj)  ihrir 
minds  that  a  fore-st  lire  is  a  romnio,,  thief, 
that  it  robs  the  woodsman  of  his  emi)loynient, 
robs  the  farmer  of  his  markets,  hurls  the  fertility 
of  surrounding  land,  eauses  both  lloiKlinj; 
and  drying  up  ol  streams,  and  puts  up  the  eost 
of  lumber  for  e\er\    citizen  in  the  land. 

A  few  thoughtless  i)eople  say:  "I  am  not 
a  woodsman.  I  do  not  own  a  farm.  I  have 
no  interest  in  the  tlow  of  the  streams.  I  have 
little  oreasion  to  use  hnnber.  Whetlur  the 
forest  stands  or  falls  makes  no  differeiKe  to 
me." 

i.et  us  talk  that  over!  Two  thirds  of 
every  dollar  taken  out  of  the  Canadian  forests 
by  lumbermen  eoes  to  wa^es.  Thosfc  wafees 
buy  food,  clothing,  footwear,  and  a  thousand 
other  things  which  in  turn  contribute  to  the 
revenues  of  railroads  and  steamboats  and  are 
finally  distributed  through  the  whole  popula- 
tion for  materials  and  services. 

The  forest  dollar  heli)s  to  keep  you,  even 
if  you  live  in  the  middle  of  a  treeless  plain. 

Take  away  the  $200,000.000  that  the 
Canadian  forests  pour  into  the  pockets  ot  the 
country  in  cash  ever\-  year  and  i)ractically 
every  community  vould  cry  'hard  times.' 

You  cannot  escape  the  profits  of  a  Stand- 
ing forest  and 

You  cannot  escape  the  losses  of  a  burned 
forest! 


WHO  IS  TO  BLAME? 

Tlu'ii  let  us  try  to  fix  n'siionsihility  tor  llnst- 
r2,()(>()  iiitmial  fonst  tires! 

Forest  fires  are  started  by  human  hands 
in  i)raetually  all  instances,  l.ijihtnini;  starts 
a  few,  Itut  only  a  few  in  the  annual  total. 
Settlers  are  responsible  for  about  S")  per  rent. 
7)1  tlie  lorest  losses  in  l-.astern  Canada.  i?y 
burning  their  brush  heaps  and  slashings  in 
■r\  dry  or  windy  weather,  and  by  placing  theni 
near  standing  tin  ')er.  the  settler  has  beronie 
the  cause  of  the  greater  part  of  our  recent 
timber  destruction.  Ouebec  and  British  Colum- 
bia by  law  will  not  allow  a  settler  to  start  a  fire 
until  he  gets  permission  of  a  skilled  Ciovern- 
ment  ranger.  This  makes  fairly  sure  of  pre- 
cautions for  safety.  Of  course,  every  province 
should  have  a  similar  law,  with  rigid  enforce- 
ment because  it  si)ells  corii-on  protection  and 
equal  treatment. 

Cami>ers,  prospect  (►rs,  surveyors,  river- 
drivers,  and  others  who  use  the  woods,  cause 
thousands  of  conflagrations  in  valuable  timber 
by  drojiping  matches  or  pipe  ashes  or  cigarettes 
in  the  tlry  duff,  or  leaving  their  camp  fires  half 
extinguished.  In  dry  weather  the  floor  of  a 
forest  is  like  the  fuse  to  a  powder  barrel.  A 
moment's  thoughtlessness  may  cost  your  neigh- 
bor a  fortune.  Never  leave  a  spark  of  fire 
behind  you.  In  a  day's  time  that  spark  may 
cover  a  wholi'  township.  It  has  done  so  times 
without  lunnber.

And  fo-  every  dollar  of 
penalty  xou  pay  toda\  ,  ^onr  ^raiulson  will  pay 
three.  If  yon  <lo  not  believe  that,  turn  ni) 
your  father's  bills  for  white  pine.  See  how  the 
?!.■).  a  diousand  feet  looks  beside  your  S^i").  a 
thousand  fett.  then  figure  what  Nour  grandson 
will  i)ay  for  his  white  pine  or  for  ain  other 
lumber. 

Tin-  bij^ftest  reason  for  risinft  lumber 
prices  is  the  scarcit\-  of  acci-ssible  timber  sup- 
plies. '1  hert-  ar«.'  other  reasons,  such  as  higher 
wages,  but  timber  scarcit\  has  first  place.
